Temperance Societies.—Tn the county 


of Washington, in this State, there are 
twenty-three 
Temperance 
Societies, 


containing upwards of fifteen hundred 
persons, associated together under the 
pledge of entire abstinence—and the 
number of societies is rapidly increas- 
ing.—The Report of the committee of 
the central society gives the fact that, in 
two townships of the county, the num- 
ber of Distilleries has been reduced 
from fourteen (which were in full ope- 
ration during the last winter) to three ! 


The Canal Commissioners' bill, which 


has passed the Legislature, reduces 
the number to three, to be appointed 
annually by the Governor, salary S4 
each per day—and abolishes the offices 
of Acting Canal Commisioners, whose 
places are to be supplied by superm- 
tendants. 
The Canal Commissioners 


are to devote their w hole lime and atten- 
tion, by personal examination, to the 
general and especial superintendance 
and repairs of the public works finish- 
ed and in progress.

WASHINGTON, April 6. 


An interesting discussion took place 


on Friday last in the Senate, on the bill 
to extinguish certain Indian titles.— 
The bill appropriates S40,000 to ena- 
ble the Executive to bribe the Indian 
Chiefs. This is a novelty under our 
Government, but perfectly in character 
with the present pure and economical 
Administration. 
One of those Sena- 


tors who believe that the President can 
do no wrong, and who are willing to 
sacrifice the legitimate constitutional 
powers of the Senate to make him a 
despot, was so scandalized at the pro- 
ceeding, that, after being obliged to 
confess that "honesty was the best pol- 
icy," moved an amendment, when the 
subject was first introduced, which, to- 
gether with the bill, was laid on the ta- 
ble ; and when called up on Friday, to 
the surprise of every one, it was Found 
that he had been whipped in, and thus 
acknowledged that the old maxim he 
had laid down was obsolete and unfash- 
ionable in the present condition of the 
country. The measure adopted by the 
Senate on Friday, which was a party 
question,establishes the singular prece- 
dent that the Executive may bribe or 
make secret presents to the Indians ; 
and thus,without consulting the Chiefs, 
introduce that poison among their peo- 
ple which is to lead to their inevitable 
destruction. 
The sum appropriated 


exceeds, we think, any hitherto made, 
by £20,000. This measure was oppo- 
sed, with great ability, by the minority. 
In the course of this discussion, Mr. 
Forsyth,of Georgia, who has a peculiar 
aversion to the Cherokees. Creeks, &c. 
and who never hears an Indian named 
that he does not think of those tribes, 
made the strange avowal on the floor oi 
the Senate, that the question in rela- 
tion to the Georgia Indians was entire- 
ly setttled ; that the Legislature of his 
State had issued its edicts; that the 
President had confirmed them, and that 
they would be executed in a few months. 
Thus these poor men are to be robbed 
of their lands by a combination be- 
tween the President of the U. States and 
the Legislature of Georgia.

yesterday, two petitions were presen-

STEAMBOAT ACCIDENTS. 


19th, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
brought forward his estimates for the 
expenditures of the year, in which he 
proposed various reductions in the sev- 
eral branches of the service, compared 
with the expenses of the last year, a- 
mounting in all to JS 1,300,000. 
No re- 


cluction is to be made in the extent of 
the military and naval establishments, 
but a stricter system of economy is to 
be introduced into the management of 
them. 
By these means the saving in 


the cost of the army will amount to 
£453,146 ; of the ordnance to ^29,000; 
and of the navy to .£273,000; besides 
which there will be a reduction of 
£276,900 in the miscellaneous esti- 
mates, and of £l80,00u in the interest 
of the exchequer bills. 


This reduction of the expenditures 


of the country is certainly greater than 
was expected, as it has been very evi- 
dent for some time that Ministers had 
nothing to fear from the economising 
spirit of the House of Commons. 


A debate on the state of the country, 


took place in the House of Lords on 
the 25th of February, on which occa- 
sion, the Courier says, the Duke of 
Wellington proved himself master of 
the minutest details, as well as of the 
most comprehensive views of the lead- 
ing interests of all the great branches 
of National industry. The existence 
of general distress, was admitted on all 
hands. 


The great question of Parliamentary 


Reform, was brought before the House 
of Commons, on the 22d of February, 
by a motion of Lord John Russel, for 
leave to bring in a bill to enable the 
towns of Manchester, Leeds, and Bir- 
mingham, to return representatives.— 
After an animated debate, the question 
was decided in the negative,—ayes 140,

probably for some years longer than he 
will live.)

MESSIEURS —It is with uniform con- 


fidence that I assemble around my 
throne the Peers of my realm and the 
Deputies of Departments. 


Since your last session, important 


events have consolidated the peace of 
Europe, and the accord established be- 
tween my allies and myself for the good 
of the nations. 


The war in the East has terminated. 


The moderation of the victor and the 
amicable" intervention of the Powers, 
by preserving the Ottoman Empire 
from the misfortunes which menaced 
it, have maintained the balance and 
strengthened the ancient relations of 
the States. 


Under the protection of the powers 


which signed the treaty of July 6th, in- 
dependent Greece will be born again j 
from her ruins ; the choice of the Prince 
called to reign over her makes suffi- 
ciently clear the disinterested and pa- 
cific views of the sovereigns. 


I am pursuing at present, in concert 


with my allies, negotiations of which 
the object is to effect a reconciliation 
between the Princes of the House of 
Braganza, necessary to the repose of 
the Peninsula. 


During the important events with 


which Europe was occupied, I deemed 
proper to suspend the effects of my re- 
sentment against a barbarian power;

troyed, one, ti two-story brick, belong- 
ed to the Editor of the Courant, which 
was erected last summer.

Dreadful 
Tornado.—On 
Monday e- 


vening last, near sundown, a most aw- 
ful hurricane passed over part of this 
county, which in its consequences was 
more disastrous and melancholy than 
any with which we have been visited in 
the recollection of the oldest inhabi- 
tants. 
In its course it appears, so far 


as we have heard, to have been confined 
altogether to a narrow strip of country 
nol more than half a mile in diameter, 
in Peters' township. The course of 
the tornado 
was from northwest to 


southeast, and among other particulars 
of a less destructive and afflicting char- 
acter, we have gathered the following-: 


The house in which James Arm- 


strong resided was blown down upon 
the family, and killed Mr. Armstrong 
and his son, a lad of what age we have 
not heard, and wounded every other 
member of the family, one or two of 
them dangerously. 


The dwelling house and double barn 


of Joseph Townsend. blown down. 


Widow Blackmore's house and barn 


do.

A new frame house entirely destroy-

The mill, blacksmith shop, and stable 
of Ephraim Estep, Esq. were princi- 
pally destroyed, and a horse in the sta- 
ble, owned by the Rev. Mr. Shadreck, 
killed.

Allisons, injured, we have not heard to 
what extent. 


The damage done to orchards, fences 


and other property not enumerated a- 
bove, is very extensive and destructive. 


We have not heard that this storm 


raged with any considerable violence 
elsewhere than in Peters' township. 


HALIFAX Co. Va. March 15. 


A narrow section of our country 


about a quarter of a mile in width, and 
fifteen or twenty miles in length, was 
visited on the evening of the 7th inst. 
by a most alarming and destructive 
hurricane. 
It was accompanied with 


an unusual degree of thunder and light- 
nin.«- for the season, and commenced its 
ravages some four or five miles south 
of this place, driving with incredible 
fury from S. W. to N. E. razing from 
their foundations, almost indiscrimi- 
nately, every ne:;ro-cabin, tobacco barn, 
stable, or other low bodied houses, and 
depriving the more firmly constructed 
farm houses of their porches, roofs, or 
chimneys ; and in some IVw instances, 
upsetting them, or moving them from 
their original positions.

secution and priestcraft, dogmas and 
dungeons, fire, faggots and fanaracism. 
We are not surprised that this charac- 
ter has been given to the report ; nor 
will it surprise any man who has read 
his bible to any purpose, or who under- 
stands the human heart. 
Christians in 


all ages have been charged w i t h gras- 
ping at power, and seeking to under- 
mine the political institutions of their 
country. 
The great founder of Chris- 


tianity was accused of aspiring to a 
throne. 
"He would be king of the 


Jews" it was said, "he stirreth up the 
people throughout all Jewry." 
"I find 


no fault in him," says Pilate. "What 
evil hath he done ?" 
"But they cried 


out the more, crncify him,crucify him." 


''Col. Johnson speaks of "the spirit 


of persecution which drove the pil- 
grims from their native home." 
And 


by whom were the pilgrims persecuted? 
By the enemies of their Sabbath, who 
began by treating their religious scru- 
ples with contempt, and by passing 
laws to turn their holy day into a day 
of sports; and then, when they calmly 
remonstrated against the outrage, drag- 
ged them to the dungeon and the stake. 
It was that they might enjoy their sab- 
bath without molestation, that the pil- 
grims fled to this wilderness, and it 
is because their descendants see in the 
law that requires them to violate this 
holy day, the principle of the same tyr- 
anny that was made to bear so heavily 
upon their fathers, that they now again 
lift up their voices in petition and re- 
monstrance." 


A writer in one of the principal 


Charleston papers holds this language: 


"Not a very long time, perhaps not 


another year will elapse, before our des- 
tiny shal'l be known. 
We shall then 


have to decide, whether we will tamely 
submit to the aggressions on our sove- 
reignty, or manfully to resist them. It' 
the will of a majority of Congress is to 
be substituted for a written Constitu- 
tion, the State must either be put on its 
sovereignty, and protect its citizens, or 
we must be content to reap an abun- 
dant harvest of oppression, contumely 
and disgrace. 
I, however, will not 


permit myself to indulge in any un- 
manly fears on this head. 
The Legis- 


lature stands pledged, that the tyranny 
of the Tariff shall be resisted, when all 
other means shall fail; and hence I in- 
fer, that the honor of the South shall 
not in the end be tarnished. 
If the T a- 


riflf Act be not repealed by Congress, 
our Legislature, or a Convention of the 
People, must and will nullify it. There 
is no middle course between submission 
and resistance." 


If such declarations were made any 


where north of the Susquehanna, what 
an outcry would be raised against Fed- 
eralism.
